Such a protest has been 
sent to France as a result 
of 
the 


search by a boarding party from the 
French cruiser Conde of an American 
ship plying between two ports 
in 


Colombia. 


Officials explained today that the 


request of the Canadian government 
for permission to transport "war 
equipment," across lAlaska, which 
had been refused, as disclosed in 
Secretary Bryan's letter, referred to 
a shipment of guns and ammunition 
from northern Canada The Canadi- 
an authorities wished to bring the 
guns to Vancouver by sea, involving 
a journey through a small strip of 
Alaskan-territory, but the Washing- 
ton government denied the request. 


The fact that 
both Japan and 


Great Britain had *>een asked to re- 
move their warships from Proximity 
to Honolulu and New York respec- 
tively and that they acceded to the 
requests attracted wide attention 
here in view of the possibility that 
such requests might be repeated be- 
cause of reports that 
belligerent 


ships again were hovering close to 
the American coasts. 


The Washington government's pro- 


nouncement in 
Secretary Bryan's 


letter on the question of loans was 
received with much interest because 
of the many constructions which had 
been placed on ,th«> administration's 
position. The letter states that so 
far as the state department is ad- 
vised, no war loans hare been made 
by foreign governments since Presi- 
dent Wilson announced his disappro- 
val of such transactions. The pur- 
chase of supplies through the estab- 
lishment of credits are regarded by 
Secretary Bryan as purely commer- 
cial transactions and not objection- 
able.

to dictate a policy of non-recognition 
of unions." On the contrary, he said 
he was most heartily in favor of labor 
unions, so long as their purpose was 
to promote the well-being of the em- 
pioyees and they had due regard for 
the interests of the public. 


"The commission has asked my 


views," said Mr. Rockefeller, "as to 
vhat extent the stockholders and di- 
rectors of a corporation are responsi- 
ble for the labor condition which ex- 
ist in it, and for tbe social conditions 
ivliich are i>rod«ced:
